3. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: There is no specification description of the "prehension 
zone" as set forth in claim 1 9, lines 4 and 1 0, and claim 37, line 1 . 



4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out 
and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his 
invention. 



5. Claims 19, 21-23, 25-27, 30-31 and 33-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
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claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. In claim 19, line 2, 
"comprising" is indefinite, as it is unclear whether the antecedent "package" or "digital 
recording support in the form of a disk" is being modified thereby. In line 4, "the 
shoulders" lack antecedent basis, as such are not "originally" defined until line 5. Also in 
line 4, "a hollow portion emptying into the cylindrical cavity" is indefinite, as no claimed 
structure serves to empty from one to another. A stream empties into a river, but such 
refers to the flow thereof, there being no "flow" in the claimed structures of the "hollow 
portion" or the "cylindrical cavity". 

6. Claims 19, 21-23, 25-27,30-31 and 33-37 would be allowable if rewritten or 
amended to overcome the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in 
this Office action.
